Social  conditions,  including  chief  industries  carried  on  in  the  area,  and  the 
extent  of  unemployment  : 

The  area  of  the  Borough  is  2,398  acres,  but  the  added  area  is  mostly  rural 
in  character,  and  includes  most  of  the  Sugar  Loaf  Mountain  where  are  situated 
the  Borough  Reservoir,  Pumping  Station,  Springs,  etc. 


Abergavenny  is  a prosperous  Country  Town  with  large  Cattle,  Fruit, 
Farm  and  Produce  Markets.  A comprehensive  Scheme  for  Replanning  and 
Reconstruction  of  the  Cattle  Markets  has  been  approved  by  the  Live  Stock 
Commissioners  and  the  Ministry  of  Health. 


It  is  a centre  of  the  L.M.S.  Railway,  and  is  also  served  by  the  G.W. 
Railway,  and  a good  service  of  Motor  Buses  is  run  in  all  directions  to  and  from 
the  Borough  and  adjoining  villages  and  Towns. 


There  is  one  large  Printing  Factory  and  three  smaller  ones,  and  one 
Engineering  Works  and  Foundry.  The  Potato  Crisp  Factory  which  was  opened 
in  April,  1934,  was  in  April,  1938,  converted  to  manufacturing  Confectionery  for 
the  wholesale  trade.  Eighteen  men  and  63  women  are  employed. 

The  unemployment  has  decreased.  Abergavenny  and  District  combined 
population  about  16,000  is  334  per  week,  that  for  the  Borough  being 
approximately  214. 

The  Shops  in  the  town  are  numerous,  and  cater  not  only  for  the  town  folk, 
but  those  of  the  large  surrounding  districts  The  prosperity  of  the  Borough  as  a 
whole  is  greatly  affected  by  the  prosperity  of  the  Industrial  Districts  adjoining. 

There  is  no  particular  occupation  that  adversely  affects  the  Public  Health 
of  the  Borough.

There  were 
Eleven  deaths  recorded,  i.e.  io’2  per  cent  of  total  deaths.

Water. 

The  water  supply  throughout  the  whole  year  was  amply  maintained  The 
Reservoir  being  kept  full  and  with  a slight  overflow  despite  the  drought.  The 
quality  of  the  water  remaining  excellent. 

Drainage  and  Sewerage,  its  character  and  sufficiency. 

The  combined  system  is  in  use.  The  Sewers  have  been  regularly  flushed 
and  inspected  during  the  year,  and  have  worked  satisfactorily. 

The  following  extensions  of  the  Storm  Water  Sewers  have  been  carried 
out  during  the  year  : 

18”  dia.  Concrete  Tube  Sewer,  Sunny  Bank,  Merthyr  Road  to 
Commercial  Street. 

15'’  dia.  Concrete  Tube  Sewer,  Commercial  Street  to  War 
Memorial,  Frogmore  Street. 

15”  dia.  Concrete  Tube  Sewer,  War  Memorial,  Frogmore  St., 
to  Penypound. 

15”  dia.  Storm  Water  overflow,  Lower  Monk  Street  to 
Gavenny  River. 

The  Sewage  is  conveyed  to  a Sewage  Farm  at  Llanfoist,  where  it  is  treated 
on  filter  beds. 

A satisfactory  affluent  has  been  maintained  throughout  the  year. 

Rivers  and  Streams. 

These  have  been  kept  clean  and  free  from  pollution. 

Closet  Accommodation. 

One  Closet  to  each  house  is  the  rule,  but  in  some  older  parts  of  the  town 
there  are  a few  cases  of  one  closet  to  two  houses.  See  also  Inspector’s  Report. 

Scavenging. 

Flouse  refuse  is  collected  bi-weekly  by  Corporation  Carts  and  tipped  at 
Llanfoist,  the  light  matter  being  burned  and  organic  matter  buried. 

There  is  one  earth  Closet  and  two  Cesspools  in  the  area. 

Sanitary  Inspection  of  the  Area. 

My  general  inspection  of  the  Borough  with  Assist.  Inspector  Berrington 
showed  the  general  and  Sanitary  Conditions  were  satisfactory,  and  continuing  to 
show  an  upward  trend.  Further  detailed  information  will  be  found  in  the 
Sanitary  Inspector’s  Report. 

Swimming  Baths  and  Pools. 

Provisional  plans  have  been  prepared  for  the  provision  of  a Swimming 
Pool  in  Bailey  Park  on  the  Western  Side  of  the  Bowling  Green  and  Tennis 
Courts.  The  existing  accommodation  for  Bathing  consisting  of  a Pavilion  with 
Cubicles  and  a General  Room,  on  the  River  Usk. 

Eradication  of  Bugs. 

On  receipt  of  complaints  of  this  nature  the  Houses  concerned  are  sprayed 
with  “ Zaldecide.” 

Health  Education.  This  is  done  by  the  County  Council.

Schools. 

The  Sanitary  and  Water  Supply  at  the  Schools  has  been  satisfactory. 

The  children  are  periodically  examined  by  County  Council  M.O.’s

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INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOODS. 

(a)  Milk  Supply  : 

The  work  is  carried  out  by  Inspector  Jenkins,  M C.C.,  who  during-  the  past 
year  has  taken  the  usual  number  of  samples.  Informal  samples  were  taken  by 
Inspector  Berrington  at  the  request  of  the  County  M.O.H.  and  forwarded  to  the 
County  Laboratory. 

Samples  were  also  taken  and  examined  by  the  County  Pathologist  for  the 
presence  of  Tubercle  Bacilli,  and  also  for  existence  of  foreign  matter. 

( b ) Meat  : 

(1)  Inspection.  This  is  carried  out  daily,  and  condemned  Meat  is  destroyed 

(See  Inspector’s  Report). 

(2)  Administration  of  the  Public  Health  (Meat)  Regulations  1925,  as 

regards  stalls,  shops,  stores  and  vehicles. 

Shops  and  vehicles  are  regularly  inspected  and  comply  with  the  Regula- 
tions. 

The  supply  of  Meat  to  the  Borough  is  of  good  quality.  For  details  of 
seizures,  see  below. 

(3)  Management  of  the  Public  Slaughter-house  : 

The  Corporation  Slaughter-house  is  sub-divided  into  sections,  two 
of  which  are  available  to  anyone  wishing  to  slaughter  animals,  the  other  sections 
are  rented  by  individual  butchers.

Slaughter-houses  : 


The  Slaughter  Houses  during  the  past  year  have  been  maintained  in  a proper 
and  efficient  manner.  Early  in  the  year  1934  the  Electric  power  to  be  used  in 
connection  with  the  stunning  of  Animals  prior  to  the  Slaughter  was  installed  in 
the  Public  Slaughter  Hall,  and  each  of  the  7 Private  Halls,  Sheep  and  Pig 
Stunning  Tongs  being  provided,  and  a Cash  Captive  Bolt  Pistol  provided  for  use 
in  connection  with  the  Slaughter  of  Beeves,  etc.,  since  the  installation  of  this,  the 
nuisance  from  noise  during  the  slaughtering  of  the  animals  has  been  entirely 
eliminated. 

(c)  Adulterations  : 

The  whole  of  the  samples  collected  under  this  heading  are  taken  by  the 
County  Inspector. 
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(d)  Chemical  and  Bacteriological  Food  : 

Performed  by  the  County  Pathologist,  Newport. 

( e ) Nutrition  : 

Mothers  are  advised  on  this  point  at  the  Welfare  and  Anti-Natal  Clinics 
maintained  by  the  County  Council.
